The dispute, dormant for weeks, 
which precipitated these moves on the 
chess hoard of the recovery C& mpaign, 
found its expression in direct language 
at the White House one week ago 
today. 

Miss Perkins and Richberg had 
submitted a plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of NRA which Johnson inter- 
preted as aimed at his own retirement 
to private life. Without mincing 
words he told the president what he 
thought of it. 

Present were both Miss Perkins and 
Richberg.

That lighted the fuse of Johnson's 
wrath, Angrily asserting he would do 
no swch thing. he strode brusquely 
from the room.

The president was retiring late that

It ended with a Latin phrase, a 
which free- 
translated says: “The situation 
speaks for itself.”

Reforms in Recovery Set- 
Up Designed for More 
Efficient, Economical 
Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(UP) 
The NRA took its first long stride 
tonight toward obtaining more effi- 
cient and economical code adminis- 
tration by dividing American indus- 
try into 22 classes in a complete 
realignment of code groupings. 

The plan was recommended by a 
specially created economic unit and 
corresponds closely to the groupings 
of the census bureau and of the in- 
ternational classification. : 

At the same time, the NRA dis- 
closed that the eventual expectation 
is that the 22 sections will fit into 
10 or 11 industry divisions. 

In a lengthy outline of the new 
development issued tonight, the NRA 
said the classification was based on 
recognition of four basic groups of 
enterprise : 

Basic Groups. 

1. Production of basic 
from the soil. 

2. Fabrication of what emerges 
from the first group into finished 
products. 


3. Service—industries which do not 
produce or fabricate definite prod- 
ucts but which render service—rang- 
ing from transportation through fi- 
nance to amusements, professions and 
such service trades as laundries, res- 
taurants, etc. 

4. Distribution of goods, wholesale 
and retail. 

The 22 sections and the fundamen- 
tal groups to which they belong are: 

Producing Industries: Food, tex- 
tiles, leather and fur, ferrous met- 
als, non-ferrous metals, non-metallic 
products, fuel, lumber, chemicals, 
paints and drugs. paper. rubber.

HOUSTON, Texas, Aug. 27.—(#)—

In the congressional campaigns 
three hold the spotlight; in the fifth 
district four candidates, including the 
speaker of the Mississippi house of 
representatives, Tom Hailey, seek the 
seat vacated by Congressman Collins:

SAUNDERS IDENTIFIES 


Says He Was ‘Taken In’ by 
Story of Buried 
Treasure. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 27.—())— 
Clarence Saunders, described by some 


as a “wizard” salesman of groceries 
and pioneer operator of self-service 
chain stores, today took off his hat to

“T'll do that,” said Saunders. “I 
am sorry about this, but you won’t 
talk.” As Graves was led away, he 
remarked, “I suppose I had better 
add that linen to the $1,500.” 

The man was arrested at Port Ar- 
thur, Texas, on a warrant signed by 
Saunders, charging larceny by trick, 
scheme and device. 

“I have never swindled anyone,” 
he said. “I was in the German se- 
eret service 20 years. I never had 
anything like this happen te me.” 

Saunders said the “super-salesman” 
told him.that during the war, the 
German cruiser, Emden, was being 
closed in on by allied troops and 
that the commander put $3,000,000 in 
gold she carried aboard a captured 
schooner.

HOG CONTROL SYSTEN 


Indirect Control of Livestock 
Through Grain Regula- — 
tion Is Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(>)—~ 
Indirect control of live stock produc: 
tion through grain crop regulation— 
involving the scrapping of the hog 


control plan—is regarded by officials 
as the likely future course of the 
farm administration’s program. 

Abandonment of the hog control 
plan—linked with corn reduction in 
this year’s program—already has been 
proposed to Secretary Wallace by a 
committee of the National Grange. 

It probably would also mean the 
grouping of all basic feed crops un- 
der a single contract rather than 
treating each of them separately. The 
wheat program, already announced as 
calling for a 10 per cent reduction in 
the base acreage, might also be includ- 
ed with other grains, although wheat 
is only a minor fact as live stock feed. 

Farm administration officials have 
indicated strongly that some change 
of this nature is in the offing, point- 
ing out that the estimated supply of 
corn for feed next year will he con- 
siderably below normal and that hog 
production must necessarily follow in 
ratio to available feed supply. 

The extreme shortage of hay, pas- 
ture and other rough feed dictates a 
similar reduction in the case of cat- 
tle and sheep.

island. 

Many of the Freeport residents left 
for the interior in the afternoon. 
Stores and public buildings were closed 
and residences were boarded up. 

Torrential Rainfall. 

Torrential rains continned to drench 
the coastal region and the wind reach- 
ed a velocity of 65 miles an hour at 
Port Bolivar, across Galveston bay 
from the city of Galveston. Rising 
tides pees toward the coast but ob- 
servers said they were not so high as 
tides in the July storm. 

Warned of the approaching dis- 
turbance, summer colonists hastily 
evacuated beach resorts and residents 
of low-lying, unprotected towns moved 
to higher ground. ° ) 

Silas B. Ragsdale, managing editor | 
of the Galveston News and Tribune, 
reported that the wind was high dur- 
ing the afternoon but that residents of 
that city, protected by a massive sea 
wall of granite, were not panicky. 

Nevertheless, many persons left Gal- 
veston island for the mainland. 

Power lines of the Galveston-Hous- 
ton Electric Company went out of 
service at 11:05 a. m. and the inter- 
urban was stalled at the mainland end 
of the causeway. 

The wind uprooted small trees in 
the Galveston residential section. 

A coast guard patrol boat went to 
the aid of a dredge crew, numbering 
16 men, tied up in the ferry channel 
} in the Bolivar road. The men were 
removed from the dredge as a precau- 
tionary measure because of the dredge 
being in danger from high tides and 
wind. 

Fliers from the third attack group 
at Fort Crockett, army air field on 
Galveston island, joined other agencies 
in spreading the warning along the 
coast west of Galveston. 

Up the coast at High island. many 
persons departed for the mainland. 
Early in the morning the tide went 
out at High island, beaching small 
craft. Later it returned and covered, 
in places, the road linking the island 
with the mainland. 

The coast guard station at Port 
Bolivar said the wind was blowing 
there at approximately 65 miles an 
hour at 12:45 p. m. 

In a telephone conversation with 
Beaumont, coast guards said the wind 
bad been increasing gradually since 
morning. 

It was said that the wind was 
much stronger than in the storm a 
month ago, but that the tide was not 
so high.

Germans United by Faith in Hitler FANT] INT BOOTH 


Says Consul on First Atlanta Visit 


By SARAH WILSON. 

The nazis in Germany have a large 
and well-developed recreational pro- 
gram about which little is heard, said 
Dr. Brnst Wendler, German consul 
at New Orleans, who was in Atlanta 
Monday on his first official visit since 
his appointment to serve the southert 
territory of eight states three months 
ago. 
“Many trips are planned for the 
young people to visit foreign lands,” 
Dr. Wendler said. “They also take 
trips in little folding-boats up and 
down the rivers of our country.” — 

When questionsd as to the banning 
of nudist colonies by the Hitler re- 
gime, he shook his head in a puzzled 
fashion and said that he did not know 
of any definite nudist movement in 
Germany. 

“We have abnormal people in Ger- 
many, too,” he said. “It may be that 
there are colonies. Certainly they are 
not allowed.” 

Turning to more serious matters, 
Dr, Wendler told of the new Germany 
in which the people are united by 
their faith in a _ single mally This 
faith, he said, is the result Hit- 
ler’s sincerity rather than the out- 
come of a mere political constella- 
tion. 4 

“The people are ready to suffer if 
necessary to support Hitler and his 
ideals,” he said. “They may find 
things wrong with the regime, but 
never with Hitler himself.” 

To refute the accusation often 
made in other countries that the Ger- 
man people are oppressed by the nazi 
system, Dr. Wendler pointed out that 
in the recent election 4,000,000 
sons dared to vote against Hitler. 

“T am very glad the number was 
so large,” he said. “If there had been 
no opposition other countries would 
have been suspicious. ‘That shows that 
the election was real.” 

In reference to the Saar plebiscite 
Dr. Wendler expressed his confidence 
that the inhabitants of the region 
would vote to go with Germany. rather 
than ally themselves with France. 
Catholics, socialists, and others op- 
posed to the nazi regime will vote to 
remain under the jurisdiction of the 
League of Nations, he said. 

“But the German laboring class is 
for Hitler.” he said in careful. slightly 
accented English. Only by the occa- 
sional clipping short of a syllable or by 
slight furrow that appeared when an 
unusual word was to be pronounced 
was the consul’s foreign origin ap- 
parent. , 

In appearance he might well pass 
for a prosperous American business 
man, but his courtly manners and 
military bearing are typically Teutonic 
And when he explains the social 
theory back of the nazi (which 
he pronounces “Not-zee’) movement, 
his hands move in eloquent gestures. 

“Hitler wants to educate the peo- 
ple to feel that common welfare is 
more important than individual wel- 
fare.” he said. 

Dr. Wendler refused to comment on 
the recent ousting of a well-known 
American journalist from Germany. 
He said that he knews only what he 
had read in Atlanta newspapers and 
that as yet only one side of the story 
had been revealed, 

Mrs. Wendler is accompanying Dr. 
Wendler on his official tour. They 
remain in Atlanta until Wed- 
nesday morning.

IONDON, Aug. 27.—(/)—Two 
women, both descendants of General 
Wiliam Booth. who founded the Sal- 
vation Army 70 years ago, were prom- 
inently mentioned for leadership to- 
night as 47 delegates from that world- 
wide organization prepared to elect a 
suceessor to General Edward J. Hig- 
gins, of England. 


While complete secrecy surrounded 
today’s inrormal sessions at which 
candidates were discussed and there 
was no inklings as to whom would 
be selected, these four were most 
prominently mentioned:

The two feminine heéritors of the 
Booth power would give no indication 
tonight as to whether they intended 
to renew their battle, thwarted five 
years ago, for leadership of the or- 
ganization. 

Evangeline Booth declined to ad- 
mit her candidacy. 

Catherine Booth said: “We can- 
not talk about this election. We have 
received instructions not to do so.” 

“There has been and is,” she added,

say with certainty.” 

Tomorrow's meeting of the council, 
composed of 47 leading officers from 
22 countries, will choose Higgins’ suc- 
cessor by secret ballot, and results 
may not be known for some time.

their order, we have Henri Cochet, 
of France; Big Bill Tilden, Johnny 
Doeg, Ellsworth Vines twice and my- 


self twice—the second for me is in 
the lap of the gods. So I am hoping 
against hope that I do not break 
tradition. 

TWO CONTENDERS, 

Is is true that this year America 
}was represented in the Davis cup 
play by Shields, Wood, Lott and 
Stoefen, the latter two in doubles 
only. Therefore one would be quite 
in order to consider Shields and Wood 
as the two logical contenders. But 
while they have been playing in Eu- 
rope there have been two gentlemen 
in America who have been dividing 
the major tournaments between them 
—Allison and Bell—with Frankie 
Parker a very close runner-up. 

Last year, it will be remembered, 
Frank Shields was the American hope, 
while the returning American Davis 
cup players failed to find their form 
in time to de themselves justice, It 
is quite on the cards that we may 
have a repetition of that situation 
this year, 

Let us try to form a tabloid of my 
own efforts against the leading con- 
tenders, both at home and abroad, 
during the past four years. After this 
I propose to write a series of thumb- 
nail sketches of each one and try te 
sum up his chances at the same time. 

Briefly it goes like this: Allison, 
I have defeated three times in as 
many matches; Shields has, so far, 
one victory and one defeat against 
me. With Wood, it is a different mat- 
ter, as we have played six matches, 
and up to Wimbledon this year we 
were two-all. But my two somewhat 
lucky wins at Wimbledon and the Da- 
vis cup, both in five sets, have made 
it 4-2 in my favor. 

HAS NOT MET PARKER. 

As yet I have to cross swords with 
Parker, Bell and Mangin in tourna- 
ment competition. Stoefen and I have 
met about five times, and so far I 
have proved victorious. Grant lost to 
me at Rye in our only meeting in 
1932. Lott gave me a terrific shock 
at Wimbledon’ before I scrambled 
home this year, and that victory 
brought my count over George up to 
four. 

My score against Sutter is about 
two to one in my favor, and I do 
not think he has beaten me since 1930. 
Van Ryn and myself are two matches 
all and he has not won since 1930. 


Menzel has been credited with many 
victories over me, but in a point of 


actual fact he has defeated me only 
once and that was in Paris in 1932, 
in five sets, whereas my own num- 
ber. of wins is three. And although 
Kirby has defeated me once, I have 
won from him on four occasions. 
On the face of it then, it looks 
as though they all have a chance to 
repeat those victories. The week of 
September 1 to 9 will decide.

A hint of possible bloodshed in 
the threatened general textile strike 
given today by Francis J. Gorman, 
chairman of the union's strike com- 
mittee, in an assertion that some 
textile manufacturers had stocked up 
on tear gas and machine guns, 

Gorman predicted to newspapermen 
that the strike would be without 
disorder unless clashes were provok- 
ed by employers; but added: 

“I’ve had reports that some em- 
ployers were bringing in tear gas and 
machine guns,” 

“Where was that?” he was asked.
